The body of a 53-year-old 
Belle Glade Negro was recov- 
ered from a drainage canal 
about 100 yards north of Belle 
Glade Memorial Hospital on SR 
80 early Thursday morning. 

Deputy Sheriff Bobby New- 
man and Belle Glade Police i- 
dentified the drowned victim 
as Eli Terry, 507 SW 7th St, 
a laborer and Glades resident 
for over 20 years, 

The drowning was ruled ac- 
cidental death after prelimin- 
ary investigation. Newman and 
W. C. Taylor of Taylor's Funer- 
al Home told this story: 

Terry was injured Dec. 16 
while he attempted to board a 
truck at the packing house ter- 
minal. He was admitted to the 
hospital on Dec. 17 and remain- 
ed there until Dec. 23. He left 
the hospital during the night 
of the 23rd without permission. 
He had been missing since that 
time.

December Permits 


Sum Shows Drop 


Three new homes and three 
business permits helped push 
the total December valuation 
of building permits to $134,150 
at Belle Glade, states Building 
Inspectot W. L. Cunningham 
in his monthly report. 

The total was the highest sin- 
ce June of 1957 with the ex- 
ception of Nocember when the 
water works additions pushed 
the total to $381,800. 

The total of 35 permits were 
issued. In addition to the homes 
and businesses there were six 
repair and addition permits, 23 
for electrical and plumbing 
work and two for municipal 
works, 

Total permits for 1957 show 
a decrease of $76,802.50 in val- 
uation compared to 1956. The 
1957 total valuation was $1,486,
